W elcome to the north of Thailand. Whether you are 
here on holiday, business, attending a conference, 
are a newcomer to the scene, or whatever, all of us at 
Guidelines wish you a pleasant and memorable stay. 

There are heaps of things to see and do here, but 
inevitably whenever you first get to somewhere totally 
new, your experiences can be confusing, even bewilder¬ 
ing.

THAILAND LIES IN THE TROPICS, and its staple 
crop is rice, with the whole agricultural cycle, and the 
annual traditional and Buddhist festivals, revolving around 
the monsoons. Now, in May, the hot season is here once 
more, with the mercury soaring ever-higher in the ther¬ 
mometers before the rains break, generally in early June, 
though it can be either weeks sooner or later. Traditionally, 
farmers bum off the dried out stubble in their fields during 
these months, with the ashes serving to help fertilise the 
next crop. They also start fires around the margins of the 
woods in order to encourage the growth of fresh grass for 
their cattle. Hunters in the forests also set fires to clear off 
the leaf cover for ease of walking on the slopes, and to make 
it possible to move around quietly. Two delicacies also flour¬ 
ish in the ashes; a type of black mushroom and a kind of 
vine called hak waan (sweet mouth). Both fetch high prices 
in the markets. 

A side-affect of all the smoke drifting skywards is to 
tint the moon from lemon yellow through orange or smokey 
pink to a “blood red moon", in a Thai expression.

1296 AND ALL THAT 
with 108 AS THE KEY

‘Numbers, in which the power 
and sanctity of both time and space 
arc experienced in visible form, have 
fascinated mankind since early days, 
although methods of counting and 
systems of expressing numerals ha\ c 
differed considerably from culture 
to culture ‘

C hiang Mai was founded 700 
years ago, in 1296 by the 
Gregorian calendar. In early numer¬ 
ology, which can he traced hack to 
Sumeria with the beginning of writ¬ 
ing, and therefore history, this very 
number, 1296, was thought to em¬ 
body powerful magic. That delight¬ 
ful coincidence w ill serve here, then, 
as a splendid peg on which to 
hang this piece. 

The Sumerians were great astro¬ 
nomers and. for their lime, extraordi- 
narih advanced in mathematics. The 
latter found practical expression in so¬ 
phisticated accounting and banking 
practices, unsurpassed for millcnia 
afterwards, used both for book-keep¬ 
ing in the administration of the huge 
temple complexes and also for long¬ 
distance trading. 

But they also had a profound 
belief in a mctaphysic in which c\ cr\ - 
thing sacred was associated with its 
own specific number. 6 and 10 were 
especially holy, and we 11 be looking 
deeper into the reasons for this 
shortly. But. just as an example for 
now. thc> had six high gods, a hexad. 
rather than the more common triad 
And the temple scribes used these 
numbers almost like the nicknames of 
the divinities. 

60 was the king of the gods who 
ruled the hca\ ens: 

.">() had domain oxer the space 
between heaxen and earth: 


40 reigned over “the waters be¬ 
neath the earth": 

.30 stood for the moon: 

20 represented the sun: 

15 symbolised the planet Ishtar 
(later known as Venus). 

1 had got interested in numero¬ 
logy originally because of the wide¬ 
spread use of 108 throughout Bud¬ 
dhist Asia as an auspicious number. 
Why so? It took me ages to figure it 
out. and it all seems to be part of 
the same numcrological complex. 
Again, let's move on for a while and 
return to this later. But just before 
that, note the following: 

6.x5x4x3 x2.x 15 = 10800 

Now before I had got this far. 1 
had learned that it is an important con¬ 
vention in numerology that, for in¬ 
stance. 3. 30. 300. etc., are of the same 
essence. That is they are regarded as 
synonyms. Zero, as it were, doesn't 
count. By this rationale. 108()() and 
108 mean the same. 

So. here, after a long and terribly 
convoluted journey. I had found my 
first clue suggesting that the Buddhist 
108 was linked in some way with 
Sumerian numerology. 

The ancient Mesopotamians had 
txxo number systems. One was the 
familiar base ten sequence, indepen¬ 
dently arrived at transculturally by 
counting on the fingers of both 
hands. But they also had another, 
called sexagesimal, which alter¬ 
nated between base ten and base 
six. as folloxvs: 


1: 10: 60: 600: 3.600; 36.000: 
216.000: 2.160.000; 12.960.000 


Another important numcrological 
conxention is in play here. Such se¬ 
quences alxxays proced from ONE 
— the sacred source of all. 
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So here we have 1296 in the highly 
significant ninth place in the sequence; 
9 in numerology standing for frui¬ 
tion or completion, or in Buddhist 
terms, enlightenment. 

One Sumerian convention we 
retain in use till this day due to its 
pragmatic convenience in. for ex¬ 
ample. navigation, is the division of 
the circle into 60 seconds in a minute, 
60 minutes in a degree, and 360 
degrees in a circle. 

60 X 60 x 360 = 1,296,000 
(or otherwise, 1296.) 

We still also partly employ 
Sumerian conventions of time. They 
fixed on the conventions of sixty sec¬ 
onds in a minute, sixty minutes in an 
hour, and twenty-four hours in a day 
that we still use. They also had five 
days in a week, six weeks in a month, 
and twelve months in a year of 360 
days, with the remaining five days 
being an intercalery week that was 
celebrated with fervent fertility rites 
at the time of the spring equinox. 
Thus in their thirty day months — as 
in September, April, June and Novem¬ 
ber still today — they had the 
following number of seconds: 

60 x 60 X 24 X 30 = 2,592,000 

There is a larger significance to 
this than simply the fact that 1296 x 2 
= 2592. The earth's revolution around 
its axis is not totally in balance. It has 
a slight and majestic wobble as a com¬ 
ponent of its spin. This was first per¬ 
ceived through the fact that over 
millenia the sun appears to rise through 
different constellations of stars. By a 
later Greek convention, the course of 
this revolution is known as the Great 
Year or the Platonic Year. How long 
does it last? Why, 25,920 years. We 
have recently entered The Age of 
Aquarius, meaning that the sun now 


appears to rise through the con¬ 
stellation of Aquarius. 

Note also that the Sumerians 
had 72 weeks in their 360 day year: 
360 x 72 = 25.920. 

Coincidence? Hardly. The odds 
against are astronomical. 

The Sumerian conventions invoK - 
ing the sacred six and ten for space and 
time have many roots, or we could say 
tributaries. We can see some of these 
in the old pre-Newtonian mystic phi¬ 
losophy of the correspondence 
metween the macrocosm and the mi¬ 
crocosm — ‘As above, so below * — is 
its hallowed formulation. In the micro¬ 
cosm, the unique human hands, with 
which we literally shape our world, 
and which distinguish us from all 
other life forms, have ten digits. The 
body is made up of six major units: 
head, torso, and limbs. As for the 
macrososmic correspondence, implic¬ 
it in the foregoing, let s return to flesh 
that out later. 

Another source for the number 
conventions is the deep mysterv of or¬ 
der (the antithesis of primal chaos from 
w hich creation emerged) which was re¬ 
vealed to the ancient sages as they 
discovered the correspondences re¬ 
vealed by arranging pebblestones 
in patterns.

In Figure 1. we have the Pytha¬ 
gorean Holy Tetractys (Set of Four), 
and in Figure 2. the square of num¬ 
bers. Both of these are known from 
Greek sources, but it is recognised 
that their discoveries and innovations 
were deeply influenced by Babylonian 
astronomy and mathematics. 

The triangle stands for the source 
(ONE) which is made manifest in cre¬ 
ation through the dualities of dark and 
light, heat and cold, wet and dry, high 
and low, male and female, and so forth 
— a symbolism carried to its most ex¬ 
plicit form in the Chinese yin yang 
cycle of change. 

For the Greeks, who developed 
geometrv both as science and mystic 
symbolism. ONE signifies the point: 
TWO. the line: THREE, the plane: 
and FOUR, the solid. 

1+2 + 3+4=10 — the cycle is 
complete and returns to the ONE. 
What s more. 1 x 2 x 3 x 4 = 24. Ad¬ 
ditionally. if we continue the triangle 
downwards, adding one extra pebble 
at each level, we find when we reach 
24 that the running total is 360. Try it 
on your own calculator. Twenty-four 
hours in a day (6 + 6 + 6 + 6). Three 
hundred and sixty days in a year 
(6 X 60). So. these are some of the 
basic maths tributaries to the Su¬ 
merian conventions of time. 

Now. with the other pebble figure, 
building upwards and outwards from 
the ONE by adding the progession of 
odd numbers — 3. 5. 7. 9. 11 — the 
totals emerge as a progression of 
squared numbers, and with 6 nested 
rectangles the total is once more 36. 
So here is another basic maths tribu¬ 
tary. and it also hints at why odd 
numbers are regarded as strong, and 
therefore both masculine and auspi¬ 
cious. (Just by the way. notice that 
the TV stations in Thailand are 
named Channels Three. Five. Seven. 
Nine, and Eleven.)

In Figure 3. we see another ver¬ 
sion of the Tetractys. also known 
from Greek sources. Here doubles 
and triples are intertwined with the 
columns sloping downwards to the 
left showing the former, and those 
sloping down to the right the latter. An 
elegant mathematical symbol alluding 
to the union of a couple resulting in 
a third, their progeny, and conferring 
the blessing of fertility, fruitfulness 
and prosperity — highly auspicious 
boons. Add the ten numbers together 
and you get a total of ninety — the 
Pythagorean sacred right angle. But 
what happens if you start multiplying 
them in different combinations? 

It gets interesting. Take the first 
three integers. 

lx 2x3=6 

Then add the next level. 

1 X 2 X 3 X 4 X 6 X 9 = 1296 

Then multiply all ten numbers to¬ 
gether. 

1 X 2 X 3 X 4 X 6 X 9 X 8 X 12 X 
18 X 27 = 60466176 = 6"^ 

BINGO! The total of these ten 
numbers multiplied together is 

SIX-TO-THE-POWER-OF-TEN. 

This sequence (6: 1296:6*° ) has 
to be a major tributary to the Sumerian 
sexagesimal system with its alterna¬ 
tions between base ten and base six, 
and its climax in the ninth place 
in 12,960,000. 

And what s more, if you extend 
the triangle down one more line, the 
resulting doubles and triples work 
out like this. 









16 X 24 \ 36 X 54 x 81 = 

60466176 = 6Another jackpot! 

Now, just before leaving the 
number patterns, let's look briefly at 
the magic square in Figure 4, which 
perhaps is a tributary cause for 
the number 15 being assigned by 
the Sumerians to the planet Venus 
(Ishtar), whose rising apparently 
from out of the sun at the spring equi¬ 
nox signified the ending of the year 's 
cycle. The first nine digits arc so 
arranged that any three of them in 
the eight possible permutations add up 
to a total of fifteen. Thus we get 
3 X 8 X 15 = 360 

So let's turn next to basic geom¬ 
etry. Take a pair of compasses. Inscribe 
a circle. As you doubtless will remem¬ 
ber from your schooldays, the radius 
subtends the circum-ferencc precisely 
six times, and from this a number of 
geometrical forms arc easily con¬ 
structed, as in Figures 5, 6, and 7.

Figure 7. the conjoined triangles. 
Neolithic sculptures from the contigu¬ 
ous areas of Asia and Europe frequently 
represent the female form previously 
commonly dubbed Prehistoric Ve- 
nuses'. It is thought nowadays they 
more likely represent the powers of 
the Great Mother of All, or Mother 
Earth herself. Whichever, in these fig¬ 
ures the Mons Veneris, or Delta of Ve¬ 
nus. is almost invariably represented 
in an enlarged and emphasised form 
as a downward pointing triangle. For 
obvious reasons, the male genitalia 
can equally be represented in stylized 
form as an upward pointing triangle. 
In fact, to this day in India, the inter¬ 
locking triangles are used as a yantra 
(geometrical religious image) repre¬ 
senting the Shiva lingam and the Uma 
yoni: the sacred engagement in con¬ 
gress of the opposites that bring forth 
all creation. Here, then, is another facet 
of the six associated with the 
microcosm. What's more, and you can 
tiy this yourself if you didn 't do it as a 
schoolkid. using the compass centred 
on the points of overlap, you can con¬ 
struct an outward spreading pattern of 
circles of increasing complexity — 
theoretically capable of expansion to 
infinity in all directions. 

Given all of the foregoing, we can 
begin to appreciate why the Sumerians 
became fascinated with the number 
six, and used it as a symbol for the 
King of the Gods: the highest of meta¬ 
physical powers. 

All righty. Well and good. But now 
what about 108? How does that tie in? 
Many people have noticed its wide¬ 
spread occurrence as an auspicious 
number throughout Buddhist Asia 
in fields as diverse as Chinese medi¬ 
cine or Japanese martial arts, and 
puzzled over its possible significance. 
If you work out how many ways it can 
be divided, you become deeply en¬ 
tangled in a bramble patch of possible 
interpretations, as 1 was for ages. 

The credit for wielding Occam's 
Razor (Among contending theories, the 
simplest is most likely to be right) 
belongs here to Bruce Pearson. 

*I got interested, too, but since I 
have a mathematical mindset, I saw 
almost immediately that by factorising 
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the number, you get a neat result.' 

1* xV- xV = 1 x4x27= 108. 

Right on, Bruce. Mulling this over 
at great length since then, the 
following points finally became 
increasingly clear.

Firstly, this may well relate to * 
the ancient Sumerian symbol shown 
in Figure 8. 

Secondly, if you add these figure 
rather than multiplying them, you get 
1 + 4 + 27 = 32. Well, with this we 
come across another Sumerian conven¬ 
tion that we still use today — the 32 
points of the compass. It also yields 
another sequence of six starting from 
the ONE. 1: 2; 4; 8; 16; 32. And within 
the still vibrant Hindu/Buddhist 
mythos, we have the Thirty-three CJods; 
with Indra seated at the centre reign¬ 
ing over the Kamaloke (World of De¬ 
sire) from atop the cosmic axis. Mount 
Meru. surrounded by the Thirty-two 
Gods of the Directions. 

Let's wrap it up here by looking at 
the underlying foundations of this 
intermeshing symbolism. 

1296 divided by 108 = 12 (lunar 
months of the Sumerian year). 

2592 divided by 108 = 24 (hours 
of the Sumerian day). 

The sacred circle of space and the 
holy cycles of time were thus interwo¬ 
ven by means of number, as was the 
theme of the earthly Microcosmos re¬ 
flecting the heavenly Macrocosmos. 
Order was achieved from the flux of 
impermanence, and the ruling prin¬ 
ciple of hierarchy was given a 
numinuous authority as “the natural 
order of the universe '. 

No wonder this mighty con¬ 
fluence of tributaries still has resonant 
power for those who fail to heed 
well the counsel of the well-known 
Zen teaching. 

‘ Do not mistake the pointing 
finger for the moon."

Call of the Wild

A merican veterans of the 

L Viet Nam War. which ended 
definitively on April 30th. 1975 — 
when Communist soldiers broke 
through the gates of the government 
palace in Saigon, are now mostK in 
their 4()s and 5()s. Even the young¬ 
est ones, and a few of them were 
onh 17 or 18 during their year-long 
tour of dut\. are over 45. After 1969. 
the number of American soldiers 
in Viet Nam stcadiK decreased. It 
is rare now to meet veterans who 
were there after 1970. The da\s of 
the draft, when General Westmore¬ 
land used to sa\. *My boys are 18 
going on 35* when you did actually 
meet infantrymen who were onh 
18 \ ears old. ended after the famous 
battles of Tet 1968. 

The strange thing about those 
\oung men. who (I can assure \ou 


personally) complained bitterly 
every moment they were there, 
is that, for them, it remained the 
most memorable experience of 
their lives. Nothing anything like 
their Vietnam* experience ever hap¬ 
pened to them again. They still talk 
about it. And if they can. they try to 
re-visit Southeast Asia. Or. some¬ 
times. it s their children who come. 

A couple of months ago. the 
three adult children of a pilot 
visited Chiang Mai. Their father had 
worked for Pairi Am. a commercial 
airline, except that the passengers 
on his San Francisco-Danang run 
were soldiers just out of boot camp 
who were being sent, in full uniform, 
into battle. His children, two broth¬ 
ers and a sister, were try ing to visit 
all the places they remembered him 
talking about. Their father had died 


applies were stored and from which 
bombing and rescue missions were 
mounted. So there are a fair num¬ 
ber of veterans who remember 
Thailand as part of their war expe¬ 
rience. Besides the men who were 
actually stationed here, a great 
many others spent at least one six- 
day ‘R and R' in Bangkok. ‘R & R" 
was ‘rest and recreation*. Soldiers 
stationed in Viet Nam were entitled 
to an ‘R & R' after about seven or 
eight months in-country. R & R 
choices included, besides Bangkok: 
Singapore. Taiwan, Manila, and 
Sydney.

known as Taen, a supreme god 
who ereated all the world. 

The exact origin is uncertain, 
but apart from the festival’s spiri¬ 
tual aims, and the fact that the event 
is good fun, the latter-day motiva¬ 
tion to play with rockets may not 
lie much higher from the dry sod 
than the villager’s pocket. 

The rocket meet provides the 
chance for yet another use of bam¬ 
boo. The rockets themselves work 
. more or less on the same principle 
as the kind of rockets commercially 
available as fireworks. A piece of 
bamboo of upwards of four metres 
in length forms the ‘stick’, while 
another short, wide piece of bam¬ 
boo — or more likely metal pipe — 
firmly wired to the head of the stick 
provides the charge and combustion 
chamber. The charge container is 
filled with a home-made mixture 
of gunpowder, the amount of the 
charge depending on an upper limit 
fixed by the festival organisers. 
Three kilograms is a typical amount, 
but more may be used. 


COUNTDOWN TO 
THE MONSOONS 


Rice Paddy Rocketry

W ith the onset of the rainy 
season, the rice planting 
begins and the monks prepare to 
retreat to the monasteries. What 
brings these rains? The scienti¬ 
fically minded will talk of air 
streams and monsoons. But ask 
the villagers and they may tell 
of merit and of offerings sent up 
on steeds of fire to the deities 
residing in their steamy realm. 


Believed to have originated in 
some animist tradition of sending 
offerings to the sky, the rocket fes¬ 
tival still has the spiritual aim of 
invoking the deities to bring rain. In 
addition, villagers make merit by 
raising money for temples that spon¬ 
sor the festival. Traditionally held 
in the seventh lunar month, the 
bambooo vehicles may have soared 
as offerings to Payatcen. locally 


What? Three kilograms of gun¬ 
powder is no small charge you 
might say. Isn t this a bit dangerous? 
Yes. it is, of course. Three kilograms 
of compressed gunpowder detonat¬ 
ing in a largely enclosed bamboo 
chamber is likely to dissolve into a 
shower of charred shards propelled 
by a fireball. And that is more or 
less what happens if the chamber 
is flawed, or the rocket maker too 
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greedy for power and does not 
put enough charcoal in his mix to 
dampen the charge. 

The seasoned pyromaniacs 
among us will just shrug our shoul¬ 
ders. though. Around the launch 
tower, a construction that is remi¬ 
niscent of a prison camp guard 
tower, a safety perimeter of at least 
100 metres is marked by sticks 
from which flutter red cloths or 
plastic bags. Naturally, not the 
slightest bit of attention is paid to 
these b\ a healthy crowd of locals 
equipped with mats and bottles. 
laah (spicy chopped meat salad) and 
other vital supplies with which to 
cheer on the proceedings. 

Needless to say. detonations 
right at the launch arc common, or 
the\ occur moments into the bum' 
when the back pressure caused b\ 
the ascending rocket exposes flaws. 
Such a flaw results in a loud bang, 
star-shaped smoke trails, and a cre¬ 
scendo of hoots, cat-calls, and jeers 


from the assembled crowd. Where 
metal pipe is used, it is wise to keep 
a watch out. in case some nasty 
chunk should tumble out of the 
sky in your direction. 

Nobod\, however, stands down- 
range where such debris is likely to 
fall. The ramp on which the rocket 
is placed is merely a V or U shaped 
metal trough. It is placed at an 
angle so that the rockets will, theo- 
reticalK. first rapidly ascend in a 
bum of a few seconds, and then soar 
and arch gracefully downrange to 
drop into deserted paddv or wood¬ 
lands. Bamboo flutes at the head 
of the rocket hum as the vessel 
descends, giving audible warning 
to an\ creature below. 

The festival organisers them¬ 
selves will be set up at tables under 
a marquee or other shelter near the 
launch site. There the contestants 
sign up. pay entrance fees of 10 or 
20 baht per launch and then sit 
around nearby merrymaking and 


eyeing each others launch vehicles. 
The local dignitaries, the kamnan 
and such, may also be found there. 

Each festival, depending on its 
size, offers a daily prize for the best 
rocket and an overall prize for the 
best of the festival. Daily prizes will 
vary around 500 baht, while the best 
of the contest prize will be several 
thousand baht. A monetary' motiva¬ 
tion as powerful as the potassium 
nitrate of the charge is the money 
that can be won on side-bets with 
other teams. Thus apart from the 
intangible benefit of having the 
rain clouds pierced by the villagers' 
lances, the rocket festivals provide 
yet another outlet for the passion 
for gambling, not to mention 
sitting around and imbibing the 
local liquor. 

Yet who decides which rocket 
is best? And how ? Judges appointed 
for the task may use such devices 
as a pole with a sliding horizontal 
bar set at an angle some distance 
from the launch area. By keeping 
the horizontal bar on a line of sight 
with the ascending rocket, the 
height' of the rocket's path is esti¬ 
mated in metres. The accuracy of 
the device is questionable and 
will depend as much on the angle 
the rocket flies in relation to the 
device as anything. 

Height is not the only criteria. 
To a judge's eye such things as the 
colour of the smoke and the direct¬ 
ness of the ascent are also consider¬ 
ations. A good' rocket will produce 
a nice heavy grey smoke on a slow 
lift off. This will change to a white 
trail as the rocket accelerates and 
ascends in the desired parabola. 

The judges award points for 
each rocket according to a list 
of criteria. A failed first ignition, 
a skewed or low flight path loses 
points. A nose cone separation, or 
a split in the side of the charge 
chamber, results in disqualification 
— a bitter blow to one and a boon 
to the other for future ownership 
of those bags of baht.

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With the onset of the rains, the rocket ranges be¬ 
come waterlogged and it will be another year before 
the villagers pit their skills in judging the amount of 
charge and the width and length of bamboo to be used 
in building the rockets. 

So how can you find one of these festivals? 

While Yasithon has managed to capture the tourist 
billboard headlines, residents and visitors to the north 
can go to see rocket festivals that take place right 
here in the River Ping valley, as well as in other north¬ 
ern provinces. If you see a tower in the middle of 
some paddy that doesn't appear to have an\ reason 
for being there, this is probabh a launch tower. The 
local people will then be able to tell you when the 
festival is to be held. 

Wat Pa Tung (beyound Sankamphaeng off High- 
wav 1147) and Wat Phra Non (500 metres down the 
soi on the east side of Chotana road — Highway 107. 
between Km. 7 & 8) opposite the Provincial Hall 
(sola klcm^) — both sponsor festivals in June. The 
dates change each year as the festivals are fixed ac¬ 
cording to the lunar month. Wat Pa Tung's falls on 
the eighth day of the waxing moon of the seventh 
lunar month (June 8th this year) while that of Wat Phra 
Non is on the day of the full moon of the same month 
(June 14th). To confirm this, it would be wise to call 
the Tourism Authoritv of Thailand (Tel: 248-604 or 607) 
who should be able to confirm these dates with the 
temples near the time. 

Wat Phra Non is the best and easiest to sec. The 
launch site of Wat Phra Non is directly behind the 
Chiang Mai 700 year anniversarv stadium. If you visit 
the temple in the morning. \ou can see several teams 
of rockets competing for the most beautiful rocket' 
award. Then \ou could linger and have lunch at the 
Suan Dork Restaurant on the same soi as the temple: 
that is if vou can get a seat at this popular restaurant. 

This festival is also one of the best to watch as 
metal pipe is banned. Onh traditional materials such 
as bamboo, cloth, rattan and hemp rope mav be used 
for the containment From the moment the fuse is 
lit. usuallv b\ the rocket maker, who mav perform a 
gvrating dance on the platform as the fuse burns, 
the results are unpredictable. 

At the smaller festivals that use metal pipe (such as 
Wat Pa Tung), vou could even try to participate bv 
buv ing a rocket Manv contestants will have a couple 
of rockets or more, and mav be persuaded to part 
vv ith one for a certain profit, and perhaps offer v ou a 
bet as w ell You can then take v our own rocket up 
the tower, place it on the ramp, insert the fuse and 
light it Whether vou perform a dance to honour Tacn 
as the fuse burns is. of course, up to v ou!

H ave you ever noticed how 
every so often the people 
of the world, or a large percen¬ 
tage of them, suddenly adopt a 
new fashion. 

I am not referring to the women 
whose dress is determined by 
the Chiristian Diors and Yves St.

§ As I said earlier, where 
these fads come from and 
who decides It shall he so ’ 
is a mystery, but come about 
they sporadically do. 

The possibility occurred 
to me that maybe there were 
thousands, or perhaps mil¬ 
lions, of these caps were 
actually made back to front, 
and therefore they are being 
worn correctly but, upon re¬ 
flection, this seems unlikely. 

For a long time this was 
solely a tourist phenomena. 
Thai people being very prac¬ 
tical and actually wanting 
to keep the blazing northern 
sun off their faces, did not 
follow suit for some time. 

Now, however, the infec¬ 
tion has spread and they too 
are caught up in the [follow 
the guy in front' syndrome. 
So much so that I have recently 
observed some actually wearing 
motorcycle helmets backwards. 

In a personal attempt to delve 
deeply into current human psyche. I 
decided to do a survey of my own 
and actually ask a large cross-sec¬ 
tion of the community the reasons 
behind this rather odd behavior. 

The responses I received were 
100% identical, which is not all 
that surprising as I only spoke to 
three people, but it did assist in 
my understanding of today’s 'man 
and woman in the street ’.

T his is the seventh year I have 
been running Better Homes 
Real Estate Agency.

Sometimes clients want to rent 
an unfurnished house, expecting, 
though, to find a fully equipped 
kitchen and rooms with built in 
closets. But it doesn't work like 
that here. Property listed as ‘unfur¬ 
nished' is literally bare. Treat it like 
this: fiilly furnished' in Thailand 
probably corresponds to flimished' 
in your home country, while ‘fur¬ 
nished' here would be advertised 
as partly furnished' there. 

Another question clients often 
ask is. ’How are the utility bills 
paid‘.^" Well, the custom is that al¬ 
though the landlord or landlady 's 
name remains on the bills, the ten¬ 
ant is automatically responsible 
for pay ing them There is no sy stem 
here for changing the names on 
the bills with each new tenant You 
can make arrangements with the

utility serv ces and your bank, 
though, to have the bills met 
monthly from your account. 

Let's now look at the usual terms 
of the rental contract. When renting 
property through an agent, the origi¬ 
nal contract you receive will be in 
Thai, along w ith an English transla¬ 
tion Normally, the minimum term 
is for one year, although occasion¬ 
ally one for six months can be nego¬ 
tiated. The deposit will be for either 
two or three months rent in advance, 
refundable within six weeks of 
your vacating the premises. 

So. I hope you will find some, 
or all. of the above information use¬ 
ful if you are thinking of renting 
a house or apartment here. Should 
y ou like to know more, please don't 
hesitate to phone or fax me at 
the agency.
